will be at least as well-received 
and informative.

They hope 
to provide for the public an in- 
sight into the manner in which an 
actual case is argued by adhering 
strictly to the rules of criminal 
procedure followed in Canadian 
Criminal Courts.

figure in criminal -law circles. 

Manslaughter 

The defendant is alleged to have 
committed manslaughter in acci- 
dentiy discharging a firearm, 
thereby killing a person. The pro- 
secution will attempt to prove 
that he is guilty of criminal negli- 
gence. That is, that he did any- 
thing, or omitted to do anything 
that it was his duty to do, show- 
ing wanton or reckless disregard 
for the lives or safety of others. 

The defence will have to prove 
either that the accused did not 



discharge the firearm -or that it 
was an accident. 

The audience will be invited to 
give its verdict by a majority vote 
while the jury is deliberating. 

To be held only once, the trial 
is scheduled for 8 p,m. Friday, 
Octol«r 12, in Hoyse Hall. 



Book Store Proprietor 
Labels Dally Editorial 
Misinformed, Inatturate

George' Ramsay, manager of the McGill . Bookstore, today 
labelled a Daily editorial ("Maximus Circus", Sept. 26) and letter 
to the editor ("Adventures at Circus Minimus", Sept. 28) inaccu- 
rate and misinformed. 



"Although the editorial had scv 
cral errors and was written with- 
out consulting , me," he said, "I 
was inclined to let it go without 
comment. But the letter really 
bothered me." 

This last was signed "Dis 
gruntled" and accused the book 
store of among other things, , not 
allowing anyone in after 4.30 pm, 
including a member of .the clergy 
who supposedly came all the way 
from the University of Montreal. 

"First, when the store is very 
crowded, we. do not allow anyone 
in after 4.45 pm because our clos' 
ing time is. 5 o'clock. When we do 
this there are so many people in 
the store that none of my staff gets 
out before 5.30," said Ramsay. 

Story Untrue 

"But more important is the fact 
that the story about the U of M 
cleric is just not true — no such 
person appeared, although wc did 
turn away an instructor from Sir 
George Williams," he added. 

The manager then explained 
that he knew what was going to 
happen last Tuesday. "This hap 
pens every year — we alwivs have 
one big day — It seems that fresh 
men are in a great hurry to get 
their books." 

Returning to the editorial, Ram- 
say explained that the Bookstore 
has not been able to move or effect 
any changes because a New Union 
has always been expected. "Now 
that we are finally getting one, we 
will have a new bookstore," he 
said. 

Answers Charges 

The editorial accused the store 
of : inadequate display: "I am not 
and have never been pleased with 
the layout of the store or Arts 
Building branch. We display our 
books as well as possible, consider- 
ing the room we have. The plans 
for thè|^iî^R^tore call for mucli 
better exposure, Including an entire 
wall of over 10,000 paperbacks." . 

Not considering other rooms: 
"The writer of the editorial didn't 
seem to realize that we need our 
branch rooms for an extended pe- 
riod of tiine. Whatever space we 
would be given, thei gym, the li- 
brary,^ classrooms, we would have 
to move in from the end of May 
until the end of October — we 



Fire Drill

need all that time to prepare for 
the coming year. Books are deliver- 
cd to us from the beginning of Ju- 
ne. I don't think that the parties 
concerned would be willing to give 
up their space for that long. We 
couldn't use the ballroom for this 
same reason, and also, because it 
would be quite hard to get about 
100 tons of books up. those three 
fUghts of itaUï." 

Hiring faidiffercnt staff : 'T don't 
know whom he was referring to but 
the large majority of the staff in 
the Arts Building are students 
themselves." 

Lack of planning: "This Is far 
from accurate. Our student staff 
were in a full week before lec- 
tures began to take Instruction and 
help with the planned layout of 
the room. Some of our people liavc 
spent many hours in trying to get 
the maximum efficiency out of tho 
branch." 

New Registers 

The editorial also failed to men- 
tion that two cash registers had 
been added at the Arts Building. 
"It took a great amount of plan- 
ning to get these into operation." 

During the past three years the 
store has multiplied Its first-week 
business volume four times. 

"This Is because we have to servo 
many more students," said Ramsay, 
"But the larger registration is not 
the main reason for the Increase — 
for the past two years the univer* 
sity has instituted a new policy. It 
used to . be that freshmen came 
into school one full week before 
upperclassmen, but now ail stu- 
dents enter at the same time, cau- 
sing our big fkst-week rush." 

Ramsay also explained that the 
new atore (which will be ready in 
1064) will only reduce delays dur* 
ing the fh^t week of school "Our 
business during that week is very ' 
abnormal — if we could plan to 
make everything go smoothly at 
that time, then we would have too 
much space and too much staff for 
the rest of the year. We can only 
expand by so much," he said. 

Bad Locariont 

But the reason' for the hour- 
long delays this year are because 
of the large number, of students 
and "our dreadful locations." 

The Bookstore has come under 
fire from time to time for not 
giving students discounts, and Ram- 
say has two reasons for this policy. 
First, the store is situated near 
five others and so must comply 
with standard competitive prices ; 
second, all profits go to the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

"But what students don't under- 
stand is that tliey do get a hidden 
discount," he said. "All our books 
are text editions — sold by tho 
companies for student use at a 
discount of 20%." 

Ramsay abo replied to the Dailu 
editorial's hint that the Barnes 
detectives were not valuable: 
"They have bcon a great help in 
organizing the store — it has been 
very hard for us to ask riltulents 
to control other students in the 
Bookstore. They have too many 
friends," he said. '

A Question Of Confidence 

' To say the least, it did not require a prophet to 
predict that Opposition Leader Pearson would introduce 
the motion of non-confidence which he did on Monda/. 
He has indicated his intention of doing so for three 
and a half months. The question now is what happens 
next. 

The facts of the situation are fairly well known. 
Mr. Diefenbaker's government, based on the support 
of the Prairie farmers, ran. second to the Liberals in 
popular votes, taking thirty seven percent of the total. 
Its hopes of averting an almost certainly disastrous 
election in the near future rest on the possibilit/ of 
attracting the support of either the Social Credit or 
New Democratic faction when Mr. Pearson's motion is 
put to the vote tomorrow. 

So far the two minor parties have preserved an 
equivocal attitude, at least for the record. In the 
speeches of northern Quebec's most conspicuous 
automobile salesman denunciations of government and 
opposition, if not of Mussolini, have occurred with 
approximately equal frequency. At one moment he 
thunders his detestation of the government's stand on 
every conceivable issue, but at the next the Liberals 
are warned to expect no support in "partisan" attempts 
to bring about the government's downfall, if the object 
of the performance is to secure concessions from both 
sides, it \i perhaps too early to pronounce it a failure. 
The reference in the throne speech to the possible export 
of surplus power appeared to coincide remarkably with 
the stand taken by Mr. Caouette's patron. Premier 
Bennett of British Columbia. 

Lesr. enviable is the position of the New Democrats. 
Not only are they financially unable to undertake an 
election at this time with any hope of even relative 
success, but they face the possibility that many of their 
!iard-won seats will be swept away probably- by the 
Liberals in a reaction against the parliament without 
a majority. On the other hand their leader has indicated 
his disappointment in the throne speech and can hardly 
pretend to have any confidence in Mr. Diefenbaker. 

In our judgment the two smaller parties hove an 
almost inescapable obligation not to support the 
government in tomorrow's vote. The Liberal motion 
has been so worded that it commits them to a choice 
between publicly expressing confidence in Mr. 
Diefenbaker's ability to lead the country and voting 
In favour of the motion. Whether they hove any more 
confidence in the official opposition Is not, strictly 
speaking, relevant. The New Democrats, in particular, 
run a risk of badly disillusioning their own supporters 
if they express confidence in the present government. 
Whatever else may be said about the motivations of 
the Social Credit voter, he does not seem to hove been 
animated by a desire to see Mr. Diefenbaker in office ; 
more than, two thirds of the party's seats were won 
from the Progressive Conservatives. 

Uridoubtedly the Liberals do have partisan motives 
for irttroducing a motion of non-confidènçe^at this time. 
It is in their interest to ~ have an electîô^i while th& 
memory of the "fraud by concealment," as Mr. Pearson 
called it, is still fresh and before the Governinent has 
had time to restore its popularity with new legislation; 
But this fact In itself does not rescue the smaller 
parties from their predicament. 



AIESEC President 
Replies : 

Dear Sir : 

I am writing this letter in reply 
to the editorial in the Oct 2 is- 
sue of the McGill Daily entitled 
•"AIESEC — Travel Agency or 
Student Exchange". It is indeed 
gratifying to discover that others 
are aware of the problem which 
faces AIESEC, and are concerned 
enough to bring, it to the public. 

Yet tlie solution to this pro- 
blem, simple as'it may appear, la 
difficult to achieve.- The obvious 
solution is to raise tlie. standards 
of tlie 'AIESEC trainee going o- 
verseas. We need trainees of 
greater maturity;'the easiest way 
to effect this is to eliminate the 
second year student ftom the 
AIESEC program. 
. However, when the actual facts 
arc examined, we discover an un- 
expected contradiction. Five Mc- 
Gill students completely failed to 
carry out their responsibility to 
AIESEC and to their employers 
this summer. Of these five stu- 
dents three are graduating this 
year, one graduated last year, 
and one is presently in law 
school. Of the second year stu- 
dents from McGill that participa- 
ted in the AIESEC program this 
year, every one of them, without 
exception, fulfilled their obliga- 
tions. 

' Tlius the answer does not seem 
to be one of age and supposed 
maturity. Practically, AIESEC be^ 
iicves that the problem can t» 
solved by more stringent screen* 
ing procedure and, if as it seems, 
Is necessary, ; monetary, threats. 
It is indeed unfortunate that the 
actions of certain grossly irres- 
ponsible individuals have. forced 
us to take such meaSures'in-^or- 
der to insure the continuation 
and growth of AIESEC at McGill. 

I thank the editors of the Daily 
for exposing our problems to the 
student body. Perhaps the.edito- 



the students that membership in 
AIESEC involves an irrevocable 
responsibility — not an inexpen- 
sive way to see Europe.

AIESEC : 
Another View 

Dear Sir, 

I take serious issue with seve- 
ral points presented in the edito- 
rial of this paper on October 2. It 
seems to be the intention of the - 
author to attribute the loss of 
"precious trainceships" and the 
growth of a "bombastic American 
tourist image" solely^ to certain 
irresponsible memtiers of last 
year's traineeship program. I sta- 
te at the outset that insofar as 
several members were irresponsi- 
ble thé trainee group as a wholo 
of the past year must be prepa- 
red to accept criticism. 

This irresponsibility must bo 
corrected, it is true. According- 
ly, it is agreed that the quality 
of the trainee must be elevated. 
But this is only the beginning of 
the solution to AIESEC's ills. The 
brunt of the solution must be ex- 
haustive efforts of the AIESEC 
organization itself to Improve its 
own efficiency. For this writer 
contends that the AIESEC organ- 
ization is as guilty of negligence 
and irresponsibility as the' most 
irresponsible "international gad- 
fly." To support this contention 
I submit the following examples 
of mismanagement. - 

Although the local Paris AIE- 
SEC Committee knew of the arri- 
val ôf the Canadian students sc* 
veral months in advance, the Ca- 
nadian group was greeted by 
chaos and disorganization of ths 
first order. Students who arrived 
in Paris with a heavy suitcase in 



spring coat in the other and a 
flight bog around their necks 
were literally detained for hours 
befoi-e they even had the slight- 
est idea of where they were go- 
ing to stay for the night let alone 
for the rest of the summer. Ma- 
ny waited for much longer than 
that and eventually struck out 
on theh: own. 

Many of the trainceships were 
boring and/or valueless. Many ar- 
rived to find that absolutely no 
type of (raining program await- 
ed them, and in one case, one 
trainee arrived in Paris to find 
that no job was waiting, and that 
AIESEC had no intention of f ind- 
ind him one. The reception pro* 
gram, as such, only started seve- 
ral weeks after the trainees ar- 
rived and by that time, interest 
had already been long gone. 

In fact, the solution to the AIE- 
SEC problem is both to improve 
the quality of the AIESEC Com- 
mittee, as well as to improve the . 
' quality of those they send a- 
broad. AIESEC has grown and is 
growing at a trembndously rapid 
rate, and many rationalizations 
may be offered on behalf of the 
AIESEC Committee. Neverthe- 
less, it is wrong to suppose that 
while the trainee abroad owes 
certain responsibility to AIESEC, 
that AIESEC owes no responsibi- 
lity to the trainee who has at 
least made the financial invest- 
ment of $250. This, is exactly 
what one assumes if one con* 
.demns the most irresponsible 
trainee any more than the AIE- 
SEC Committee. I find it not in 
the least benevolent but most ir- 
ritating and frustatlng to be ex- 
posed to that Committee's one* 
sided and self-righteous solution 
of improving only the quality of 
the trainee.

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Mass vaccinations began Monday night after a student suspected of 
being a smallpox carrier was discovered on the UBC campus. 



Almost all students In one of 
the residence camps were immu- 
nizedMn an emergency booth set 
up outside the camp dining hall. 

A general student vaccination 
program started Tuesday morning 
in the campus hospital. 

The suspected carrier, Kaneung 
Watanachai, 26, a graduate student 
in Commerce from Bangkok, Thai- 
land, is in good condition in Van- 



couver General Hospital. Hospital 
off iciak '^say it will be 48 hours 
before they can determine If Wa- 
tanachai has smallpox. 

Watanachai, a Colombo Plan ex- 
change student, was admitted to 
hospital after complaining of a 
skin rash. Within half an hour, 
booths were set up at the main 
entrance to the camp dining hall.
